e 11 disputes occurred, 12 fewer than from the previous quarter. 
e 1,100 employees were involved, a decrease from 4,000 in the previous quarter. 
e 1,500 working days were lost, a decrease from 3,900 in the previous quarter. 


e More than five in ten (53%) working days lost were in the Transport, postal and 
warehousing industry. 
e More than seven in ten (71%) working days lost were in Victoria. 


Year ended estimates 


e 102 disputes occurred, 68 less than in the previous year. 
e 35,600 working days were lost, 68% less than the previous year.
